U.S. Enforces 
Economic Bill 
Of Controls 


WASHINGTON (UP) — Gov- 
ernment agencies moved swiftly 
today to enforce the new 11- 
month economic controls signed 
into law by a reluctant Presi- 
dent Truman who said the act 
would””’send both prices and 
wages spiraling upward. 

1. The Federal Reserve Board 
slashed credit curbs to give pur- 
chases of automobiles, television 
sets, radios, household appliances 
and furniture 18 months to pay 
instead of 15. Down payments 
were kept at one-third for cars 
and 15 per cent for furniture. 
The down payment on house- 
hold appliances was cut from 25 
to 15 per cent. 

2. The office of prize stabil- 
ization eliminated slaughter 
quotas and cancelled two pend- 
ing beef price rollbacks of 4% 
per cent each. Prize Stabilizer 
Michael V. DiSalle had called the 
slaughtering curbs the heart of 
meat price controls. 


ABOLISHES OFFICE 


3. Mr. Truman abolished the 
office of housing expetliter and 
transferred its function—includ- 
ing administration of rent con- 
trols — to Economic. Stabilizer 
Eric A. Johnston. 

4. 0.P.S. ordered importers 
not to pay more for imported 
beef than the domestic ceiling 
price. The agency said imports 
of beef at more than ceiling 
prices threatened to create black 
markets. The price of the im- 
ported beef must include trans- 
portation and import duties. 

Mr. Truman “reluctantly” 
signed the compromise controls 
measure Tuesday night. He ac- 
companied the action with a 
blunt statement to Congress that 
he “would have vetoed” the bill 
if it included only anti-inflation 
curbs. 

The President said he had ro 
choice but to sign the bill be- 
cause it contained “powers neces- 
sary for carrying out our de- 
fense program.”

Quite apart from the obvious fact that Man 
ager Dressen's remarks were in extremely poor 
taste, it is hard to understand why the Brooklyn 
and New York newspapers bothered to print his | 
indignant and intemperate blatherings.

DIETARY LACKS TOLD 
Province-Wide Nutrition 


Survey Ready For Release 


Milk consumption among 2,500 
British Columbia school children 
is only 48 per cent satisfac 
tory 
,.Viatmin D_ consumption 
only 20 per cent satisfactory 

These are some of the facts 
revealed in a province-wide nu 
trition- survey conducted in 10 
different areas by the provincial 
department of health, of which 
full details will be Tteleased 
shortly 

They will show an overall pat 
tern similar to that disclosed by 
a recent Saanich schools’ survey 
The Victoria Times learned today 

As in the case of children at 
Tillicum School who filled out 
food cards, the story throughout 
the province is one of insuf 
ficient milk, Vitamin D, and 
eggs and cheese, but nearly 
adequate supply of meat 

“The pattern reveals that most 
children get, sufficient quantities 
of meat, potatoes and bread, but 
there is still a great incidence 
of «sweet foods, such as soft 
drinks, candy, cake and jam,” 
one nutritionist said 

The survey was carried on 
throughout the yrovince as a 
teaching measure in nutrition. 

“As in the case of the Saanich 
survey,the’ high incidence of 
meat on diets, one of the most 
expensive commodities today, 
shows that many of the diets 
are not cheap ones,” nutritionists 
state

“Space and cleanliness,” was 
the spontaneous reply of a young 
Japanese visitor to a question 
as to her first impressions of 
North America. 

A slip of a girl with a tremen- 
dous purpose is Mishiko Hase- 
gowa, who has completed a two- 
year scholarship course at Tor- 
onto University, and is now 
spending a week visiting Vic- 
toria Y.W.C.A. prior to her de 
parture for her homeland. 

In Toronto she stayed at the 
United Church Training School, ; 
where there were students from 
Canada, Japan, Korea, India, 
China, and the West Indies. 

As well as studies in social 
welfare work at Toronto Uni- 
versity, Mishiko did part-time 
work at Toronto Central Y.W. 
C.A., with a teen-age group, at- 
tended Y.W.C_A. summer camps 
and addressed Y.W.C.A. meetings 
in many Canadian cities. 

Now she has been appointed 
executive director of the Y.W. 
C.A. in her home city of Kyoto, 
Japan 

“T like the scenery in this part 
of Canada best,” she says with a 
twinkle. “It reminds me of home, 
particularly the view lgoking 
west from Beacon Hill Park 

The traveler was overwhelmed 
by the vastness of the Canadian 
prairies, and the Rockies, and 
finds it incredible that places of 
even Victoria's size are consid- 
ered cities. 

“Kyoto, my home, with a popu 
lation of about one and one-half 
million, is considered a small 
city in Japan,” she said.

Giant C.P.R. 
Locomotive 
Christened 


KINGSTON, Ont. (CP)—A 113- 
foot diesel-electric locomotive by 
Canadian Locomotive Co. Ltd., 
was christened today by Trade 
Minister Howe who swung the 
bottle of champagne and named 
it “City of Kingston.” 

The locomotive, which ‘gener- 
ates enough electricity for the 
needs of a. town of 5,000 people, 
goes to the Canadian Pacific + 
Railway, and is painted in Cana- 
dian Pacific's colors of grey, ma- 
roon and gold. 

Also celebrated today was the 
production here in 1928 of the 
world’s first diesel-electric . road 
locomotive, the Canadian WNa- 
tional Railways’ No. 9000 her. 
ald of an era which was inter- 
rupted by depression and war. 

The new “City of Kingston” is 
the first of a line known as the 
“Consolidation"’—so named be 
the parts can be consoli 
dated or interchanged so that 78 
different types of - locomotives 
can be made out of them 

The maker, Canadian ‘Locomo- 
tive, took its present name in 
1900, successor to a line of com- 
panies which started in 1850. 
Fairbanks, Morse & Co. of Chi 
cago acquired controlling interest 
last year, and the locomotives use 
Fairbanks-Morse opposed-piston 
engines, which were widely used 
in submarines in the Second 
World War.
